1 . Claims 5 and 11-15 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected charge control agent, there being no allowable 
generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 
04/30/2010. 

Double Patenting 

2. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir.

3. Claims 1 -4 and 6-7 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-3 of U.S. Patent No. 7510813. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because the claims are drawn to the same charge control agent. Claim 7 
claims that the powder may be a toner, however the powder in claim 1 is in the 
preamble of the claim, an intended use of the charge control agent. Limitations of 
intended use must be evaluated to determine whether the recited purpose results in a 
structural difference, (see MPEP 21 1 1.02 [R-3], II). In the instant claims, drawn to a 
molecule, the intended use has no bearing on the molecule structure. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 8-1 0 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 1 12 

5. Applicant's arguments, see page 17, filed 03/03/201 1 , with respect to the 
rejection of the claims under 35 USC 1 1 2 have been fully considered and are 
persuasive in view of the amendments to the claims. The rejection of the claims has 
been withdrawn. 

Double Patenting 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 03/03/201 1 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that the subject matter of Claims 1 to 3 of Yano relates 
to a resin-coated carrier, and is not seen to disclose a charge control agent. The 
examiner respectfully disagrees. Claims 1 to 3 of Yano disclose a molecule which is 
similar, with substantial overlap of the exact same structure. The instant claims to a 
charge control agent, are to a molecular structure. "Just as the discovery of properties 
of a known material does not make it novel, the identification and characterization of a 
prior art material also does not make it novel." (see MPEP 21 12 [R-3], I). Although 
Yano does not disclose the molecule as a "charge control agent" the molecule has a 
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structure having substantial overlap of the 
claims are to the same element.
